aecoUDtability for tho criininnl waste of 
life and materiel which has gonu on 
sinoo the campaign oppuoil. From Is- 
unduU to the death of tho Pi-inci' Im- 
perial "some one has bUinderecl." At 
laaadula the njoat ordinary precautions 
to insure the safety of tho detachraenl, 
the supplien and ammunition woro ne- 
glected, and all fell an easy prey to tlio 
savagtM rushing on in tliousand^^. 
The depot fit Horko's iJiilt was loft so 
ill-prepar«.«d for dofenoo that eighty 
uen-had to withstand the rude shock 
of seven thousand" savages, and were 
only saved by throwing up breantworka 
hastily itoprovised with bag.-, of ineilie.s 
(corn), and boxrs of biscuit. At Zoni- 
bola, afiLT pattiug tho onom^- to IligUt 
and seizinj; 2000 lio:«l of cattlo, the 
British sat down "to rest" and eat 
their lunch on thcsuramit of a moun- 
tain. Ilaving rested "four hours," 
they were surprisod by 20,000 Zulus 
who surrounilod tho mountain on thrco 
sides li^aviug tlio fourth aide -a [toci- 
pico — uncovoroil. Over this proclpico 
the troops plunged, losing out of 400 
tnen 110 — including a colonel. At 
tJiuglelov.i aud at Kambula tho Zulus 
lUtached well defendsd laagcrd ar.d re- 
tired with troiuondous Iusmi-h, Imii, 
•'ionio ouo had liluiuhMTd" again, 'ini.i- 
the regiments iu ihoso camps wcro 
decimated by disease for tho want of 
tho adoption of tho simplest sanitary 
prtCAutious. Take, as a sample of the 
condition of the wlifdc camp, Her Ma- 
joBty'G t30th Rhk'i. The rfglmcnL had 
reru'uned at Giu>,'loova tt-n days witii- 
out tent.1 or drinkaHc «-ati.r. .\11 
about tho camp tho air v.as tilled with 
the atoncb di decaying animals. A 
CorrrHpondeut of the I.uudon .St'iiulwd 
deKCviboj the condition of the camp on 
his arrival in the foilou ing lanj,Miugo: — 
"Driviui; into the !r.-i^;ar by the corner 
held by the Ciatling nnd Naval i'.iig.-ide, 1 
camo on the gallant couiinaiidci of tliat 
foroo, Captain liraokcnlmry, MiiH li'.'kirg 
and speakiny cheerily, but ovideuily Ijo- 
ginulng to fool tho suftering and privations 
«-bich ho and others are undorgouig 
throogh tho wanton and callous order 
which has forced these bravo men to livo 
without touts and to drink stinking water. 
It was all voiy well for Lord Cholmsfprd 
when taking a c dumn to relievo 

Ekowc to take as littlu impodimonta in 
the shape of touts as possible, but tho 
moment lie put his mon into a st.itionnry 
camp it became a strict necessity -that 
those men should bo protected from tho 
lotenBO heat of the sun during tho day 
aad the intense chills arising from tlic 
frost dows at night. Tlio ab.ienco of those 
tents, added to tho fact, that the camp was 
pitched on a hill distant three mile.i from 
any actual flowing water, and had to get 
its supply from s stagnant puddlo at its 
base, formed by the darinago of tho hill 
on which it stood, caused ^uch an out- 
break of illn«ss that I found on my ar- 
rival there 93 serious cases on tho sick 
and four hundred ontho visitinglist, near- 
ly all being caacis of dysentery, colio jind 
alarrhooa. As for the oOicorH, a more 
woe-bogono lot it haa never boon my 
fortune before to soo. Thank.s to the 
paternal care of Major Bruce of Tugel, 
the ofBcers of this admirable regiment 
presented a better appearance then did 
thoao of either the uTtli or of tho Naval 
Brlgado. Private supplies of food had 
been for\rardod to thoni, and tliey had 
not been obliged for a week to live on tliat 
utter abomination in the way of food, 
"Chicago tinned beef." They thoroforo 
looked bettor^ though of course far from 
well. When, however, I camo on tho 
GOth Rifles, and saw thom, no cada- 
verous their look.s, so utterly 
changed and wa.sted down from what 
I had left thom but ten short 
days before, I felt quite dazed when they 
surrounded mo. The colonel was sick, 
and unable to move ; tho senior captain 
was doubled up, aud a whole row of fine 
young follows were lying for shelter from 
the burning sun under wagon.s, eking out 
their shade with an eld tarpaulin— shak- 
ing with low fever, and exhausted by con- 
tinuous dysentery — nino hundred men in 
tho ranks, and only throe olhcera tit to 
lake charge of thom, though others wore 
manfully strugglinL' against their sickness 
sod holding the Cold." 

The GOth Rifles, in fact, had .suflwred 
more in camp than the Six Hundred 
in the charge at Balaklava. ''Some 
one blundered " again whon the Prince 
Imperial, a lieutenant and six troopers 
wevd sent a distance of ten miles into a 
country where hostile sav^cs were as 
oamerouB as blades of grass, to select a 
site for a new camp. On tho fatal day 
of Isandula, when Lord CxiEi.MsroaD 
started out to select a .site fur a oatnp 
he took 1200 men aud two j^unn alonf(, 
and narrowly escaped destruction with 
' his entire force. With that lesson still 
fresh in their minds his officers display- 
.fcd a criminal rocklcssness iu r,cnding a 
weak force bo far from camp without 
adequate support. 'Ere this Bir O.^rxut 
WoLSELEY has reached tho seat of war, 
and under bis adrainiBtre.tion a more 

Srudent and effective method of con- 
acting the warfare will be adopted ; 
bttt the men who. have " blundered " 
aboTild be held to strict accountability.

Cotsford Wiaa ! 

For many years past no sporting event 
has created so muw excitement' 4a Vic- 
toria as tho Bcnlling niatchllwhkiH took 
place last evening between William Cots- 
ford and Henry Stewart.. From the day 
the articles wore signed the itice had been 
tho leading topic in aquatio circle.? and as 
tho men wore considered -^^ery evenly 
matched tho cvtmt had given rise to much 
spirited speculation. Tho hour fixed for 
the start was 7 p.m., but long-hefore that 
time the wharves and thipping lying 
alongside were densely ci-owded with 
spectators, Avhilat nianjr took up favora- 
ble positions in tho vicinity of the Cus- 
tom House, on tho r<6fs of warehouses, 
and on James Bay and Esquiraalt Road 
bridges. The oourso afforded a voiy 
pleasing sjieclaclo, being dotted with 
every description of ; small ci-aft,aad the. 
verdure of the adjacent shores was enhv- 
oned by tho colors of tho costumes of 
ladies and gentlemen who were grouped 
hero and there. . About 7 o'clock both 
men paddled from tfieir respective^ boat- 
houses to tho Dredger, being received' by 
the cheers of the spectators. After a 
brief delay they got into position, Cots- 
ford having a few days pi-eviously won 
the choice, taking the western station, 
Stewart appeared m plain, white and Cots- 
ford in white and light blue.
